Generat Remarxs.—More rain is wanted in Bombay, and in Sindh caterpillars and rats are 
injuring the crops; but prospects are still generally good. In Bengal also more rain is wanted in the 
Central districts, but the prospects of the main rice crop and of the radi crops are good. The early 
rice crop has suffered in many districts from the floods, and the yield of indigo is uneven. In Mysore 
and Coorg andj in Nepal also the want of rain is much felt. On the other hand in the North-Western 
Provinces a break in the rains, which was much wanted, seems to have set in generally. In the Central 
Provinces also a break is greatly wanted: the autumn crops have suffered from excessive rain, but in 
the rice districts prospects are good. In Madras, the Panjab (where there has been a break in the rains), 
Oudb, British Burmah (where the floods are subsiding), Assam, Berar, Rajputana and Central India, 
prospects are generally satisfactory.
